THE BATTLE OF THE YALU. 

One of Ihe Queer Incidents of Tills 
Great Nuvul Conflict. 

Tills at range Incident of a great na¬ 
val battle wu* told by Cowmhntmei 
McOlffln of ouo of the Chinese war¬ 
ships in the battle of the Yulu between 
tin* Chinese and Japanese fleets In 
lsf>4: ‘'About this time the Chili Y’uen 
boldly If somewhat foolhardily bore 
dow n on lliu Japanese squadron's line. 
Just wluit happened no one seems to 
know, but apparently she wal struck 
below the water lino by u heavy shell, 
either a ten Inch or a Ihlrteeu inch. 
BO that as it may, she took a heavy 
list, and, thus fatally injured, ber com¬ 
mander, Tung 8hl Chen, a most cour¬ 
ageous albeit a most obstinate officer, 
resolved ut least to uvonge himself nud 
charged one of the largest of the en¬ 
emy's ships, intending to ram. 

“A hurricane of projectile* from both 
heavy and machine guns swept down 
upon his ship. The list become more 
pronounced, mid Just before getting 
home to his Intended victim his ship 
rolled over and then plunged how lirst 
Into the depths. She righted herself as 
she sank, her screws whirling in the 
air and carrying down nil hands, in¬ 
cluding her chief engineer, Mr. l’urvls, 
himt up In the engine room. Seven of 
her crew clung to one of the circular 
life buoys kept on the bridge nud wore 
drifted by tho tide toward the coast, 
wlift'-o they were rescued by a Juhk. 

•'Stories told by these men vary so 
much ns to be unreliable, but all agree 
on one incident: Captain Tang bud a 
large dog of most vicious temper, un¬ 
ruly at times even with his master. 
After tho ship sank Captain Tung, 
who could not swim, managed to get 
nil oar or some small piece of wood. 
This would have been enough to sup¬ 
port him had not his dog swum to him 
and. climbing up on him, forced him 
to release his grasp. Thus he miser¬ 
ably drowned, and the brute shared 
his fate, perhaps the only case on rec¬ 
ord of a man being drowned by hi* 
dog."

A despatch from Brooklyn, N. V., 
says: Hsv. Dr, Newell Dwight Hilli* 
preachea from the following text. 
How long halt W« between two opin¬ 
ions?—I. Kingg," xviii., 21. 

It is a question the prophet Elijah 
put to the vacillating people of his 
day. and it is Just ah pertinent to¬ 
day a.s when the prophet asked it. 

The situation Elijah faced is re¬ 
peated in c-uch succeeding genera¬ 
tion The true religion and the false 
religion arc ever coming into conflict. 
The religion of truth is always mak¬ 
ing war upon the religion of error, 
the religion of the spirit upon the 
religion of the flesh. Christianity 
and the world arc in everlasting con¬ 
flict. and there is much good in 
each. There is much that i* good in 
Christianity—every one acknowledges 
this. Its principles arc beautiful, its 
ideals are white and shining. 

No one of intelligence can speak 
disrespect fully of the teachinarn of 
Jwur of Nazareth. But there is also 
something that is pleasant in Ihe 
religion of the world. There is much 
In it that is desirable and *woot. 
And, therefore, mr.n do not want to 
give up Christianity entirely, nor are 
they willing to give up the religion 
of the world altogether. They sim¬ 
ply halt between two opinions.

H we have the right to think 
we are bound to reach conclusions, 
and having reached them, we are 
bound to express them if they relate 
to problems which affect tho welfare 
of all the people. No man is strong 
who has not deep seated convictions, 
and if a man has convictions it is

Immediately behind the altar, in 
full canonicals, walks the priest. Fol¬ 
lowing him are some twenty girls, 
prettily clad in blue and white, be¬ 
hind whom arc a dozen young men, 
dressed in the conventional black 
suit of the white man. These are 
the choristers. After them come, in 
every variety of costume, all the rest 
of the Indian men, women and chil¬ 
dren present in the village. 

Two by two they march, reverent¬ 
ly, with heads uncovered; the motley 
throng in tho reur presenting a 
striking contrast with the neatly 
dressed choristers, the priest, and 
the llowor-strewn altar—a curious 
combination of the civilized and the 
barbarous. 

WINDS THROUGH THE VILLAGE. 

Slowly the procession winds 
through the village, out into the 
woods, under the lea ling trees, now 
und then passing under u rude arch, 
the monotonous chanting of tho 
priest, alternating with verses of 
song from the choristers. Now the 
procession hulls, the pltar is set 
down, the choristers collect about 
it, the priest recites. 

Finally it emerges from the wood, 
some phrases ami makes the sign of 
tho cross, then the choristers sing— 
und their songs savour of the bnuth 
of the forest. 

There is a wild yet gentle note of 
pathos in these Indian voices—a 
mysterious something from the past 
—which carries one’s imagination ir¬ 
resistibly backward to the time 
when the ancestors of these worship¬ 
pers roamed the free, unbounded for¬ 
est, and celebrated their wild sun 
dance, ere the white man camo to 
civilize—und to destroy—them. 

VOICES MINGLE. 

But the procession moves on; the 
priest resumes his clmnt, and the 
Indian voice respond. 

Once more they hull, and the chor¬ 
isters collect ubout the altar. Again 
the sweet girl voices mingle with the 
deep bass of the men; and ever that 
strange, pathetic note of longing, 
here amid the trees, the birds and 
the (lowers, calling up \isions of de¬ 
parted days. IJut, ere there is time 
to dream, the procession is astir 
again, and out upt>n the grussv com¬ 
mon. beneath an arch more elabor¬ 
ate than the others, pauses for u 
considerable time. 

CONCLUDING SCENE. 

Prayers of some length are recited, 
and hymn after hymn is sung. Then 
the procession winds slowly back to 
the church; the altur and the priest 
disappear within, und the ceremony 
is ended. 

Many who have come to look on 
are disappointed. Where are the 
suluics of musketry ami the other 
startling performances they expected 
to witness? 

Many of these were the mere 
fruits of fertile imaginations; while 
tlie more spectacular features origin¬ 
ally connected with the ceremony arej 
now omitted, partly to discourage 
the visits’of curious spectators, but 
mainly through an endeavor on the 
part of the priests to reduce the 
celebration to a more pure and con¬ 
sistent form of Christian worship.

MENTS AND BANKRUPTCIES. 

Striking Instances of How the 
Habit Gripped the People 
of England. 

In "Betting and Gambling," a. vol¬ 
ume of essays just published in 
London, some striking facts are given 
to show the rapid spread of gamb¬ 
ling in all classes of the community. 
It may surprise the reader to learn 
that in tho space of five and a half 
years no fewer than eighty cases of 
suicide, 821 embezzlements, and 191 
bankruptcies appeared on the records 
of tho courts owing to professional 
betting. The sum of £5,000.000 is 
estimated by Sir R. GifTen as an¬ 
nually golhg into the pocket9 of 
bookmakers. ^ 

This sociul cancer affects the young 
as well as the old, and both sexes: 

A lady who devotes her life to tho 
young, and lives among them in a 
poor part of London, says that she 
has very little difficulty about drink 
among the youths, but hardly dare 
attack the betting systematically for 
four of losing her proteges. She 
found one lad actually receiving tele¬ 
grams from France during Contintal 
racing season. 

THE PERILS OF BRIDGE. 

Some extraordinary storios are told 
about betting and gambling among 
women: 

One of the speakers at the council 
mebting of a ladies' association, of 
which Lady Trevelyan is president, 
said that a society lady, on a friertd 
observing that £150 a year a denied 
a small allowunce for her daughter, 
replied that the latter was such a 
good bridge player that she easily 
made £1.000 a year. 

This story should probably bo 
taken with a grain of salt, but no 
one would deny that bridge playing 
for excessively high stakes is only 
too common among ladies. 

There is another story, given on 
the authority of "Ian Mnclaren,” of 
a young married lady who was ask¬ 
ed to tho house party of an old 
friend for the week end: 

Bridge is played, and although she 
knows a little about it, she excuses 
herself hs not being a sufficiently 
good player. It is pointed out that 
every one must play, and no doubt 
she will do well enough. She hus a 
suspicion that not. only money is 
risked on the game, but that it is 
risked to a considerable amount. 
She is assured that it is nothing 
At the close of tho evening she dis¬ 
covers that she has Just' £35. 
BETTING AMONG THE MASSES. 

Among working-class women bet¬ 
ting bus recently become prevalent. 
Tho police court missionary at New- 
cast le-on-Ty no states: 

There is a very great amount of 
betting and gambling among women! 
I havo known women to sell tho 
shoes and stockings from oil' their 
children’s feet to get coppers to put 
on their favorite horse. 

A piteous tale is told of a navvy 
vJxo, after living n happy life, free 
from debt, suddenly discovered that 
his wife had incurred debts to the 
amount of <£70, and on making in¬ 
vestigations to discover what she 
had done with the goods bought, 
found that they hud been pledged to 
pay her debts to the bookmaker. 

Thu remedy for this lamentable 
state of alTairs is. discussed, and cer¬ 
tain legislative changes are indicated 
as desirable. The prohibition of tho 
"starting price odds" is suggested. 
Considerable pains have been taken 
to ascertain privately the feeling of 
the better cluss of newspapers upon 
this subject, and it is /found that 
they would welcome such a prohibi¬ 
tion, provided it be made universal.

DR. JOHN HUNTER, 
the famous eighteenth-century phy¬ 
siologist and surgeon, once said, "Wo 
sometimes feed within ourseives that 
we shall not live, for tho living pow¬ 
ers become weak and the nerves com¬ 
municate the intelligence to the 
brain"; and the truth of his state¬ 
ment was illustrated by his own end. 
On leaving hgme one day he declared 
that, if a discussion which he was ex¬ 
pecting at the hospital took an 
angry turn, ft would kill him. The 
dispute led to the exchange of hot 
words, and the great doctor expired 
within the hospital walls. 

"Foor Weston!" Foote, the great 
comedian exclaimed, as with stream¬ 
ing eves ho looked ate the picture of 
a recently dead friend. 'Soon others 
will be sa>ing ‘Poor Foote!’ " ami 
in a few more days his prophetic 
words were verified.

DRIVEN FROM ARMY. 

Eighty Thousand Deserters From 
Kaiser's Forces. 

Eighty thousand deserters from the 
German army are now living in Eng¬ 
land, Holland and Belgium, enduring 
privation, even starvation, in pre¬ 
ference to suffering the brutalities 
of the German military service, 'nils 
ie one of the statements which Ar¬ 
thur NowakowskJ, himself a deserter, 
makes in his book, "The Lost 
Army," which is now creating a 
sensation throughout the empire. 

The book is a terrible indictment 
of the brutality of the German mili¬ 
tary system, and is & combination 
of Nowakowski's own personal ex¬ 
perience, graphically telling the sys¬ 
tematic cruelty which drove him to 
desertion from an infantry regiment, 
where he was serving os a private, 
across the frontier into Switzerland 
last year, and the tales of his fellow- 
deserters whom ho encountered in 
Switzerland. France, Holland and 
Belgium. 

The author insists that the major¬ 
ity of deserters he met were forced to 
to flee by the abuses of German mil¬ 
itarism, and that the privations they 
endure and even starvation are far 
preferable to the ill-treatment they 
were subjected to while members of 
the Gorman army. 

Sixteen thousand German deserters, 
he asserts, are now serving in tho 
French foreign legions in Algeria and 
Madagascar, places to which no man 
but one who cares nothing for his 
lifo will go. The service of these 
men in foreign legions is proof. Now- 
akowski insists, that the desertions 
resulted not from a dislike of mili¬ 
tary service, but because the men 
could not endure militarism as prac¬ 
tised in Germany.

; the whole of the expectoration could 
be destroyed ut one moment, the 
disease would be stamped out. Spit¬ 
ting must be stopped by public opin¬ 
ion and by punishment Whereover 
eases id consumption were known, 
the authorities should lie notified, 
and the dwellings disinfected. Com¬ 
pulsory notification should certainly 
be adopted 

SANATORIA FOR THE POOR. 

Regarding sanatoiia. Sir William 
Broadbent declared that they had 
been discredited by people expecting 
too much from tfycm, but that they 
were nevertheless the principal means 
of curing the disease. At present 
they are only .fur the rich, but they 
should be made available for the 
poor. 

All the great nations of th* world 
had combined to put down consump¬ 
tion The association haJ not done 
badly in England, but there* was still 
more to do There should lx* a cen¬ 
tral bureau, where people could go 
for Information on the subject. and 
where they could find out what was 
being done.

Our mercantile marine is suffei4ng 
very badly at ths hands of our 
friends ths Japanese, says ths Daily 
Chronicle. 

During the past five weeks thir¬ 
teen first-class cargo steamers have 
been seized in the Far East, and of 
this number only one—the Eastry— 
has been afterwards released. 

The total value of these captures, 
including their cargoes, is £900,000, 
and practically evtty penny of this 
huge loss falls upon London under¬ 
writers—being divided between the 
big marine insurance companies and 
Lloyd's. 

The peculiar geographical forma¬ 
tion of Japan places her in an excel¬ 
lent position to command the traffic 
to and from Vladivostock. The three 
straits bv which th« sea of Japan 
can bo entered from the Pacific are 
all partially or wholly Japanese 
waters. 

EASY TO CLOSE IT. 

The Korean Strait, the largest 
channel, lies between Korea and the 
south-west coast of Japan, it is a 
hundred miles wide, hut in the centre 
lies the island of Tsu Shlma, a Ja¬ 
panese possession, and one of the 
most important of its naval sta¬ 
tions. The Tsugaru Strait—the di¬ 
rect channel for vessels proceeding 
from San Francisco gnd the Pacific 
coast of North America, is only just 
over a dozen miles across, and it is 
hero that most of ths captures have 
taken place. 

Right away to the north of Japan 
lies the Perousc Strait—some thirty 
miles wide, and quits out of the or¬ 
dinary trade routes. 

With a 'lew to avoiding the seiz¬ 
ures as much as possible, the war 
risk underwriters—or some of them— 
advised the owners that vessels run¬ 
ning with contraband to Vladi’o- 
•tock should proceed through t*is 
channel. Here, they argued, there 
would be less chance of meeting Ja¬ 
panese war vessels, for in the ordin¬ 
ary course of events sot one boat 
in a month would pass through this 
lonely strait. 

UNDERWRITER^ LOSE. 

Dut the result has not been by any 
means happy. In accordance with 
the desires of these underwriters, who 
have to pay a total loss in the 
case of any vessel captured by Japan 
a number of large steadier* outward 
bound to Vladivostock were ordered 
to proceed through this La Perouse 
Channel. The first half-dozen of 
these boats should now have arrived 
—but only one of thptn has been 
heard of. This is the London steamer 
Heath bank, owned by Messrs. Deas 
and Foster, which put into Amoy, 
China^ The captain of her cabled to 
the owners that he tr|ed to g**t to 
Vladivostock. through the I.a Perouse 
Strait, but had to abandon the at¬ 
tempt. He found the channel 
blocked by an Ini penetrable mass of 
ice. and passage was kbsolutely im¬ 
practicable. The fato of the other 
boats, some of which are now many, 
days overdue, is unknown, but it is 
feared thut they have {tried to force 
their wav through and become 
jammed In the ice. Si>t having been 
constructed to withstand ice, they 
would fare badly. 

BIO PREMIUM CHARGED.

FRENCHSUBMARINE BOAT 


CH CABBIES THE RECORD TOR 
LOBG DIVE. 

Undsr Watsr for Twsiv* Hours 
sad Want at Grsat 
Spssd. 

All previous records held by sub¬ 
marine boats for remaining sub¬ 
merged beneath the waves for a 
long period of time, and at grsat 
depths, have been broken by the 
French submarine boat Korrigan. 
Lieut. Thomazi, commander, which 
succeeded in remaining under water 
several fathoms deep for 13 hours. 

About 5 o dock in the morning 
one month ago, the Korrigan, which 
is stationed at Dizerta, one of the 
most northern towns of Africa, and 
a fortified seaport of Tunis, went 
out to sea. and an hour later plung¬ 
ed for the purpose of testing her 
capacity of remaining submerged. 

The day passed and no trace was 
seen of the vessel, causing consider¬ 
able anxiety. As evening approach¬ 
ed the suspense of the watchers who 
were interested in the fate of the 
boat, became great, but at 0 o’clock 
to their intenso relief, the electric 
projector of the boat rose out of 
the sea. the boat subsequently run¬ 
ning into port. 

AIR SUPPLY SECRET. 

Lieut. Thomazi, who is one of the 
youngest commanders of the French 
navy, stated that while at an av¬ 
erage depth of three fathoms, the 
submarine boat ran at a speed of 
seven knots an hour and navigated 
about 60 nautical miles. 

By means of the periscope hs was 
able to pass in and out of the har¬ 
bor, avoiding the dummy mines 
which had been set for it. 

The air in the boat was renovated 
by a secret process known only to 
the French Government, and it is 
really upon the success of this pro¬ 
cess that the great value of the 
Korrigan, or other submarine boats, 
hinges. In substance the process is 
the addition of oxygen, iu proper 
ratio to the atmosphere of the craft, 
so that the men on board experienced 
no discomfort, but rather enjoyed the 
protracted trip, during which they 
partook of throe meals. 

DELIGHTS AND TERRORS. 

The mombem of the crow could 
hardly find words to describe the 
strange delights and the terrors of 
sailing over the ocean bed in a sub¬ 
marine boat. Everything seemed of 
enormous siz.o in the animated sea 
life. Encountei ing shipwrecks 
which found a resting place after 
years of service, was not uncommon, 
ami these helped to change the 
monotony of constantly viewing the 
innumerable living denizens of the 
deep. 

Lieut. Thomazi says: "I am eager 
to undertake a second trip, being 
anxious to learn more of the an¬ 
imated life of the ocean, and. of 
course, to endeavor to prolong the 
stay under water of the Korrigan, 
which 1 have every good reason for 
believing can l>e extended to 18 
hours. 'During my last Journey 
through salt water, I particularly 
observed that the prevailing color 
was a delicate, constantly varying 
shade of green, but there arc also 
plants of pink, and purple and other 
colors. Objects spring suddenly out of 
: the green glimmer at you. A fish tliat 
seen.s tiny a few feet away sudden¬ 
ly assumes giant proportions, peeps 
into your eyes and vanishes, I was 
very much interested by the manners 
of the different families of fish. Some 
of the finny tribe were attracted by 
the strange sight of our boat speed¬ 
ing through the water, many feet 
beneath the surface, tout as soon us 
their curiosity was satisfied they left 
.the boat, darting away as if in ter¬ 
ror. Other large specimens paid no 
attention whatever to the boat.

LONDON'S FINEST MANSION. 

Stafford House, Home of the Duke 
of Sutherland. 

The Duke of Sutherland's London 
' home is certainly the most beautiful 
palace, not merely of the British 
metropolis, but of most European 
capitals. Disraeli in one of his nov¬ 
els described it as “not unworthy of 
j Vicenza at its best," Empress Eu- 
| genie was so taken with it that she 
i wanted Napoleon III. to build for 
her an exact copy of it in Paris, 
and Queen Victoria, when she used 
to drive from Buckingham Palace to 
visit her great friend. Duchess Har- 
| riot of Sutherland, grandmother of 
the present Duke, was wont to greet 
'her with the remark, “Well, dear, 

, I’m coming from my house to visit 
| you in your palace." It is a noble 
j pile, looking upon Green Park and 
! upon Birdcage Walk, and was built 
less than one hundred years ago for 
I the Duke of York, second son of King 
George III., on money borrowed from 
I the then Marquis of Stafford. The 
Duke died before his wonderful new 
house could be finished, and the Mar- 
quis^of Stafford, who had mean¬ 
while become the first Duke of Suth¬ 
erland. took possession of the build¬ 
ing and secured the land on which 
it stood on a Crown lease. He spent 
no end of money on its completion, 
under the direction of Sir Charles 
Barry, the designer of the Houses of 
Parliament. According to the terms 
of the lease, the building as it now* 
stands, with the fixtures, though not 
with the other contents, will in a 
few years come into the possession 
of the ground landlord—that is to 
say, the Crown—without any com¬ 
pensation to the Duke or his heirs, 
and there is no doubt that then the 
palace—for it is impossible to de¬ 
scribe it by any other numc—will be 
assigned to one of the members of 
the reigning family as a metropolitan 
residence. Like Trenthani. it is 
crowded from garret to cellar with 
art treasures, Including two of the 
most famous Mbrillos in existence, 
a number of Van Dykes, Rubenses 
and Raphaels. Between the immense 
reception hall and the carriage en¬ 
trance stand a large pair of glass 
doors, which are never opened for 
royalty or for a departing bride.

NEW BRITISH BATTLESHIP. 

Will Combine Characters of Cruis¬ 
er and Fighting Vessel. 

In this year's naval programme 
provision was made far constructing 
only one battleship, but it now ap¬ 
pears thut this vessel will be equal 
in fighting power to uny two which 
she will meet on the seas. She will 
be appropriately namod H.M.S. 
Dreadnought, und will havo a speed 
of 21 knots, or two knots more than 
the swiftest of her consorts now 
a flout. Instead of reciprocuting en¬ 
gines, she will have turbines of 23,- 
000 indicated honu-power, und “En¬ 
gineering" stutes that her urmument 
will comprise ten twelve-inch weap¬ 
ons, each throwing 500 lb. shells at 
the rate of about two a minute, with 
n muzzle energy of 48,000 foot-tons. 
Tho practice hitherto has been to 
have four twelve-inch guns with a 
number of smaller wca|#ns, but the 
Dreadnought will have Nothing small¬ 
er than this primary weapon, except 
small pieces for repelling torpedo at¬ 
tack. 

The new armoured cruisers will, it 
is said, have u rate of steaming of 
25 knots, and will be equipped with 
no gun smaller than the 9.2 in., 
which discharges a 380 lb. shell. The 
new destroyers will have a speed of 
30 knots, equal to over forty miles 
an hour. In each class of vessel full 
advantage will be taken of all the 
lessons deduced from the present war.

HOW TO SEAL LETTERS. 

It is often very desirable to know 
how to seul a letter so that it can¬ 
not lx* opened without betraying the 
fact. Steam or hot water will open 
envelopes closed with mucilage and 
even a wafer. A hot iron or a spirit 
lamp dissolves sealing wax, au im¬ 
pression in plaster having been taken 
of the seal. By the combined use of 
wafer and sealing wax, however, all 
attempts to open the letter other¬ 
wise than by force can be frustrated. 
All that is necessary is to close the 
letter first with a small inoist wafer 
ffrid to pierce the latter with a 
coarse needle (the same applies to 
mucilage), whereupon sealing wax 
may be used in the usual manner. 
This seal can neither be opened by 
dry heat nor by moisture.

It is commonly supposed that In, 
these days there is no imprisonment 
for debt in England, but the supposi¬ 
tion is wrong, both in substance and , 
In fact. 

True, the term “imprisonment for 
debt” is done away with, perhaps be¬ 
cause the debtor does not pay his debt 
by going Is prison, yet to prison he 
goes for it all the same, although in 
the eyes and in the phraseology of the 
law he goes there for “contempt of 
court,” whereas In 00 per cent of such 
cases the poor defaulter suffers his 
seven, fourteen at twenty-eight days 
“close confinement” solely because of 
his inability to pay the monthly sum 
ordered by the judge or the magis¬ 
trate. 

Nor, as already said, does the incar¬ 
ceration pay what is owing. For if the 
creditor chooses to do so he can have 
the debtor committed again immedi¬ 
ately after one terra ba* been served 
and so on ns long as the debtor lives, 
because the judgment goes on forever 
unless the amount of it be paid. 

llut u second commitment on the 
•umc Judgment is Very rare. 

At the jail in a certain eastern coun¬ 
ty, where the writer of this article 
spent fourteen days, he was not re¬ 
ceived quite as n felon would be, but 
decidedly . not as a nonlawbreaker 
should 1 h» received and treated. 

The time of arrival was 2 p. m. 

He had no dinner, so after his pock¬ 
ets had been emptied and the articles 
tabulated he was given six ounces of 
brown bread and four ounces of “Har¬ 
riet Lane" 1. e, tinned Australian 
mutton.

denying herself all indulgences, buy¬ 
ing the cheapest of clothing, and im¬ 
itating. so far as possible, the habits 
of the early Christ iuns.

Hhe, too, drew a 
tiny note-book from her pocket, 
wrote a message upon a leaf, and 
folded it Into a tiny pellpt Tho re¬ 
porter watched every motion with 
glistening eye. Some important bit 
of news, he was sure, was about to 
be given to him. Sure enough, the 
Princess threw the pellet of paper 
directly at him. with an unusually 
good aim for a woman, and immed¬ 
iately turned tho other way, absorb¬ 
er! in her hospitable task. Tho re¬ 
porter straightened out tho crumpled 
leaf. On it were these words: "I 
wish I were a reporter!" 

Mr, Henry Broadhurst, tho well- 
known English Labor leader, worked 
up to his thirty-second year, first 
as a blacksmith, then a* a stone¬ 
mason.

JAPS DEFEAT RUSSIANS. 

Toklo. June 18.—Advices from the 
front show that until last Sunday 
the Japanese lines to the extreme 
*est had been practically stationary 
for three months about twenty miles 
north of Tieling, where the pursuit of 
the Russians halted. During this 
interval the belligerents were thirty 
miles apart. Only skirmishes oc¬ 
curred until last Sunday, when the 
Japanese made a rush, advancing 
twenty miles. To-day Field Marshal 
Oyama announces that a second rush 
was made Friday, the Japanese oc¬ 
cupying a ten-mile line. The whole 
force followed tho railway in its gen¬ 
eral direction between the Choyang 
range on the east and the swamps of 
i the Helcfcu River on the west. The 
t four main roads passing through this 
territory run parallel with the rail¬ 
way. Along these roads th- Japan¬ 
ese columns, three on each road, ad¬ 
vanced Thursday night. The hardest 
fighting was on tho extreme left, 
where Gen. Mlstchcnko. with 5.000 
cavalry and twenty guns, was finally 
routed, the Russians retreating in 
great confusion The Japanese casu¬ 
alties along the entire front, which 
was sixty miles wide, were thirty 
killed, including a number of officers, 
and 185 wounded. The Russians 
burned the villages and incinerated 
their dead, consequently computation 
of their losses 1 » difficult They were 
pro) ably heavy Eighty dead Rus¬ 
sians were found on the field in front 
of the central column of the Japan¬ 
ese left wing The Japanese now 
hold the Kuyutsu-&uinienrhinc line,

56.000 SICK AT HARMIN’.

JAP CIRCLE OF 100 MILES. 
Tho Tukio correspondent of the 
London Telegraph claims to have 
learned from u first-rate source that 
Gen Linevitch, with his entire army, 
is completely enveloped 'The Japan¬ 
ese army hus made u circle a hun¬ 
dred miles in circumference around 
him. and is gradually drawing closer, 
moving with even u greater degree of 
mobility than it did at Mukden The 
Russian commander, the correspon¬ 
dent'adds. will lyse -in what proba¬ 
bly will be the greuteat battle of the 
war The Russians huve accumulat¬ 
ed immense stores at Guntzuling, 
which forms a centre whence- troops 
are despatched in all directions 
Many light railways are being con¬ 
structed northward to facilitate a 
Russian retreat.

Describing the events of Sunday, 
Admiral Togo declares that his bat¬ 
tleships, Kamimura's cruisers, Uriu's 
division, and the younger Togo's 
division completely enveloped Admir¬ 
al Niebogatofl's snips, rendering re¬ 
sistance useless. Tho Japanese Com¬ 
mander-In-Chief approved of the sur¬ 
render, and allowed Admiral Niebo- 
gatoff and his officers to retain their 
swords. 


THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 

A despatch from Washington says: 
Official announcement is made thnt 
Washington hus been selected for ihe 
location of the peace conference. Tbe 
annotincciiunt came in the form ot 
an official statement issued by Secre¬ 
tary Loeb by direction of the Presi¬ 
dent ihe statement follows:— 

"When tho two Goverruncnt* w«ro 
unable to agree upon either Chofoo 
or 1'aris, the President suggested 
The H ague, Cut both Governments 
have now requested that Washington 
be chosen as the place of meeting, 
and the President lias accordingly 
formally notified both Governments 
that Washington will be selected." 

JAPAN’S TERMS. 

A d/spatch from Vienna sa.vs. The 
opinion prevailing hero is that the 
pence negotiations between Russia 
and Jupun will eventually prove suc¬ 
cessful This is based primarily on 
the belief that Jupan will meet Rus¬ 
sia more than half way. making un¬ 
expectedly reasonable demands. Cer¬ 
tain intimations have been received 
here that Japan's terms are substan¬ 
tially as follows — 

First, the recognition of the Ja¬ 
panese protectorate over Corea. 

Second, the return of Manchuria to 
China. 

Third, international control of the 
Eastern Chinese railroad. 

Fourth, regurding Tort Arthur, the 
strategical value of this fortress has 
been overestimated and is said that 
its ultimate disposal will not give 
rise to any controversey. 

Fifth—It is not thought that Ja¬ 
pan will demand the demolition of 
the fortifications at Vladivostok. 

Sixth—'Hie surrender of the Island 
of Sagholicn will not be demanded by 
Japan, principally because Japan has 
not yet carried the war int > Russia 
territory. 

Seventh—An understanding regard¬ 
ing an indemnity la not impossible, 
becuuse it is declared Japan will 
content herself with demanding the 
cost of the war.

DOMINION. 

A. P. Low will not have chargs ol 
the Canadian expedition to Hudson 
Hay. 

Woodstock Light and Water Com¬ 
missioners recommend that $50,000 
be expended on the city's water¬ 
works.

attack the enemy's rear. 

"The enemy opened lire at 2.08 p. 

m. We did not reply until we had 
brought our ships within 0.00C 
metres Then we concentrated our 
lire on the two]leading ships. Thu 
enemy found himself pressed more 
toward the south-east. und both his 
lines veered gradually to the east¬ 
ward, usimming an irregular vertical 
formation. In this position tho 
enemy continued a course parallel 
to ours. The Russian battleship Os- 
ltabia caught lire and lef^the line. 
Meantime our cruisers appeared in 
the enemy's rear. 

INCREASED IN EFFECTIVENESS. 

"As we neared our lire increased in 
effectiveness. The Kniaz SouvarolT 
und the Alexander Ill. burned fierce¬ 
ly. 'lliu enemy's line became con¬ 
fused und smoke concealed them. 
Therefore, we suspended lire The re¬ 
sult of the battle was decided at 
2 45 p. 111 . The Osliabla sank at 3

Iron Works, where the January 
strikes began. Other great factories 
will Join the movement during the 
Russian Whitsuntide, which is now 
beginning.

Tho railway 
employes at Tomsk have struck, and 
the trouble is holding up traffic on 
tho Trans-Siberian Railway. Claims 
arc niado everywhere for political as 
well as economic reforms. A con¬ 
stitutional delegation from the Mos¬ 
cow* conference, including Prince 
Troubetskoi, is now in St. Peters¬ 
burg under police surveillance. The 
delegation has been refused permis¬ 
sion to present Its address to the 
Czar.

Not 
enough return, in some seasons, for 
labor ami capital expended.

rmed j milked the>cows. and he grew dis¬ 
couraged. It would seem as if there 
should be some way to prevent these 
discouraging seasons. The- chief 
cause is doubtless speculation. How 
to prevent this is a subject well 
worth the utteuiion of political 
economists. ' 2 Lack of paving cows. 
When one considers how difficult it is 
to obtain end maintain a nerd of 
first-class cows, some allowance must 
be made for the uiwn who milks some 
poor cows, but one of the greatest 
hindrances to the securing of better 
cows is the lack of systematic breed¬ 
ing for u definite prrpose. There is 
altogether too much ‘ hit ami miss" 
in the methods ii .'opted in breeding 
dairy stork. The use of pure bred 
sires and the sticking to one breed, 
rather than mixing the breeds, are 
the two main requisites for success 
in establishing and maintaining a 
dairy herd. 

3. Lack of proper reward for Im¬ 
proved efforts is another weakness 
from the viewpoint of the dairy far¬ 
mer. We still ilnd the same price 
being paid for all kinds of milk and 
cream regardless of its true value. 
As a result of this many of the best 
and most progressive patrons of our 
factories are leaving the factory and 
making the milk up ut home, or arc 
selling milk and cream to the city. 
In consequence, we find markets like 
Toronto flooded with dairy butter 
which often sells for a price that can 
leave little or no profit for the far¬ 
mer; yet ho considers this better than 
the injustice meted out at inanv fac¬ 
tories. Grading of cream at cream¬ 
eries, nnd payment for milk accord¬ 
ing to its cheese or butter value are

'Ihe 
word scrub has a variety of mean¬ 
ings. but applied to animals it 
means an Individual that is inferior 
or stunted in growth. If we accept 
this as the true meaning of the word 
it Js certainly wrong to apply the 
word scrub to a cow that is pro¬ 
ducing 300 Tbs. of butter per year, 
simply because sho has no pedigret 
or blood of pure bred stock. An> 
animal may be a scrub whether sht 
has a pedigree or not, if she does 
| not return a profit over and abovt 
.her cost of keeping. Her powers foi 
entimr. clieestliur and aswimilatiut. 
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tories. Grading of cream at cream¬ 
eries, and payment for milk accord¬ 
ing to its cheese or butter value are 
steps that should be taken by fac¬ 
tory owners in order to give justice 
to all and to retain the patronage of 
THE BEST FARMERS. 

The farmer who takes good care 
of his milk and cream by cooling it 
and delivering it to the creamery or 
cheese factory in good physical con¬ 
dition. receives no pay for his extra 
care and labor. He then argues that 
it does not pay him to do this as he 
receives no more for his share of the 
linished product thun does his neigh¬ 
bor who takes little or no care of 
his raw material. All share alike 
according to quantity and regardless 
of quality. This is manifestly unfair 
and retards improvement in Canadi¬ 
an dairy products. Grading and 
testing would seem to be the remedy 
for this. , 

Incidentally the patrons of xrefliift- 
collccting creameries can produce a 
better quality of cream by using the 
hand separator and cooling the cream 
after separating. The present would 
seem to be u favorable time to pur¬ 
chase separators ns the various com¬ 
panies have a "rate war" on and 
prices are reduced about one-third. 

4. 'Ihe labor problem is also a dif¬ 
ficult cn*- for dairy farmers. Especi¬ 
ally is the milking of cows a serious 
question. We had hoped to have a 
milking machine Installed in the 
dairy stable at the College before the 
excursions began in dune, but it 
looks now as though tve should be 
disappointed.

Report of Fraudulent Sale 
South African Stores. 

A London despatch says: A blue 
book containing the report of tho 
1 War Office Committee, headed by 
1 Lieut .-General Sir William Francis 
I Butler, was issued on Wednesday. It 
fully confirms tho forecast cabled on 
June 2nd, showing that the improper 
disposal of military stores at tho 
conclusion of the South African wur 
had revealed a huge scandal. The 
I report censures a number of officers, 
•who are alleged to have worked in 
collusion with contractors. The lat¬ 
ter bought stores nt absurdly low 
prices, und afterwards resold them 
to the military authorities at enorm¬ 
ous profits. The value of the stores 
involved in these transactions is be¬ 
tween *30.000,000 and $ 35 , 000 , 000 . 
The officers involved all belong to 
the army service corps and pay de¬ 
part ment. 


RENOVATING GRASST LAND. 

One of the first result/ of the con¬ 
tinuous grazing of land by milch 
cows or young stock is the exhaus¬ 
tion of tho i hoKpboric acid which 
such land contains. The quantity of 
this plant, food inutcrial removed in 
a single day may not appear very 
considerable when worked out by 
analysis, but under the most favor¬ 
able Conditions the percentage of 
phosphoric acid in the soil is very 
small, und when the land is grazed 
for a number of years and no ma¬ 
nure is applied to it with tho object 
of returning the phosphoric acid car¬ 
ried away, the exhaustion eventually 
assumes so serious n form as to con¬ 
siderably diminish the grass produc¬ 
ing capacity of the land. For re¬ 
storing to the soil the phosphate 
thus removed the best artificial 
dressings at present at the command 
of tho farmers are superphosphate 
and basic slag, the last named of 
which is found Specially valuable ot 
soils deficient in lime. Other plan?: 
food materials also get carried away 
in the some muniier, of course, but 
that which Is the first to become ex¬ 
hausted is tho phosphoric acid. 

FARM NOTES.

Nitrate of soda usually gives bet¬ 
ter results when applied Just before 
a lain. It is quite soluble and the 
afiects are. therefore, almost immedi¬ 
ate on account of this importunt 
J trait of solubility. Furnu rs are, 
therefore, enabled to um* nitrate at 
times when the gruss is in need of 
forcing. 

Horse manure is very dry, und is, 
therefore, difficult thoroughly to mix 
with litter. fit is u hut manure, 
undergoing fermentation rapidly und 
generating a high h<*ut on account of 
its loose texture. It is likely to lose 
ammonia, and requires careful man¬ 
agement. The composition of horse 
multure is more uniform than that of 
any other farm animal, chiefly 1 k?- 
cause the food of horses is more uni¬ 
form. Tho urine is especially rich.
